BOSTON, July 23.—Declaring that 


"the epidemic of strikes in Massachu- 
setts must cease at once," Charles G. 
Wood, of the state board of conciliation 
and arbitration, today issued an ulti- 
matum to employers and employes con- 
cerned in labor disputes 
in 
Lynn, 


Brockton, HaverhiU, Attleboro and 
other places, that unless they reached 
an agreement within 24 hours 
the 
board would order public investigations 
to ascertain the causes of the strikes 
and the parties responsible for their 
continuance. 
Commissioner Wood returned today 


from Washington and said he would 
act "upon .a request of President Wil- 
son1 and by virtue of authority con- 
ferred by the national war labor 
board, the war department, and the 
department of labor." 
"The production of war materials, so 


far as the state is concerned," he added, 
"must go on unhampered by industrial 
disputes." 
„ 
The state board has no compulsory 


arbitration power, but it has authority 
to investigate labor disputes and to 
issue findings fixing responsibility and 
in this manner when necessary to 
bring the offender in a labor trouble 
before the court of public opinion.

Win New Victories 


Important Towns, Thousands of Prisoners and Immense 


Booty-Taken as Allied Steam Roller Pushes On- 


French Launch New Attack in Montdidier Sector— 


Big German Retreat North of Marne 


French and Americans have crossed the Marne ov«r a front of 12 


miles between Jaulgonne, seven miles east of Chateau-Thierry, and Eenil; 
near where the German line crossed the stream during the days when the 
German offensive was at its height. 


ALLIES CAPTURE SEVERAL TOWNS 


On the western flank of the German salient, the allies .have taken 


Oulohy-le-Chateau, a mile north-of the Ourcq and just west of Nanteuil- 
Notre Dame, a dominating point in the German line of communications. 
They have also* captured the town of Buzancy, seven miles south of 
Soissons, which brings them up to a ravine that stands between them 
and the heights to the eastward of Soissons. 


BRITISH SUCCESS ALONG MARNE 


On the front between Rheims and the Mame, the British have taken 


Petit Champ wood, near Marfaux, where they took the places formerly 
held by the Italian forces. 


IMPORTANT PROGRESS FOR ALLIES 


News of these successes by the allies comes in unofficial London 


advices. 
It shows that in spite of the fact that only artillery duels 


were reported from the French war office in its day statement, the 
allies are making important progress all around the salient in which

ALLIES SWEEP ON 


Americans Capture the Towns 


of Jaulgonne and Buzancy 


and Many Prisoners 


French Beat Off Heavy Ger- 


man Onslaught and Take 


Ground—British Success 


LONDON, July 23.—The 
town 
of 
Jaulgonne, on the Marne, has been 
captured by the Americans, who are 
continuing their advance. So far the 
taking of 300 prisoners by the Amer- 
icans In this advance is reported. 


The French crossed the Marne at 
Port-a-Benson, just to the east of 
Reull. 


The enemy counter attacked heavily 


from the direction of Vandieres. but 
these onslaughts were baaten off. 


The French, the advices state, storm- 


ed the heights north of Courcelles, at 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
They 
are also holding the bend 
in 
the 


neighborhood of Chassons—as far as 
Treloup. (These towns are just to the 
north of the Marne, to. the east of 
Jaulgonne, taken by the Americans.) 
Treloup, at the latest advices, was 
still in the hands of the enemy. 


The French have captured Oulchy- 


le-Chateau. 


On the front between the Marne and 


Rhelme, the British have captured the 
Petit Champ wood, near Marfaux, with 
200 prisoners and 14 machine guns. , 


The Americans on the front south 


of Soiesons have captured the town 
of Bu^ancy. 
Well informed opinion in London re- 


gards the situation on the battle front 
as going well for the allies. It Is not 
expected, however, that the advance 
will be so rapid as previously, 
the 


Germans having now plenty of time 
to get their reserves Into position. 
They are also displaying- a disposition 
to fight for all they are worth. 


The Germans are stiffening their re- 


sistance between the Ourcq and'^ the 
Aisne rivers, and are bringrlng up. guns. 
In, their fighting' along the Marne, 
the French are reported to be ex- 
periencing great difficulty in making a 
passage of the river at some points 
being stubbornly opposed by the Ger- 
man Infantry, well supported by artil- 
lery and machine guns.

In the Montdidier fighting today ^fce 


French, besides capturing the villages 
of Aubevillera and Sauvillers, swept to 
the crest of Mailly-Ralneval, and cap- 
tured It. 


The capture of these three places 


was reported by the French war office 
In today's statement, which ordinarily 
covers only the events up to midnight. 
Apparently the French operation was 
begun at an early hour, and only its 
early stages were covered in the war 
office report.

FRENCH CAVALRY 


Skilful Use of Horsemen Has 


Marked Gen. Foch's Tac- 
tics in the West 


Have Played an Important 


Role in the Whole Battle 
of 1918 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Skilful use 


of French cavalry has marked Gen. 
Foch's tactics ever since he took over 
control of the allied armies as supreme 
commander, according to information 
reaching military circles here. Tha 
horseman have played an important 
role in the whole battle of 1918, as the 
struggle which began March 21 with 
the first German drive, has come to 
be known. 


The employment of the swift moving 


mounted columns in the present coun- 
ter stroke from the Aisne-Marne 11/e 
has been noted in the despatches. 
Again General Fbch took advantage of 
the great mobility of the mounted arm 
to throw them in wherever his advanc- 
ing infantry units threatened to, loss 
touch with each other in the heat and 
confusion of the contest. 
No gaps 
have been left where the enemy might 
strike back, for always the horsemen 
came up to fill the hole until the in- 
fantry line could be -rectified and con- 
nected in'a solid front. 


A French cavalry corps complete 
with light artillery, armored cars and 
cyclists, arrived first on the scene in 
Picardy and relieved the British. They 
fought it out afoot until 
the heavy 
French infantry arrived and took over 
the task. 
Three days later, the horsemen were 


on the move again, this time hurryinff 
to the front, where the enemy was 
hitting hard at the Lys line. The cav- 
alry rode .hard as the advance guard 
of the French infantry columns march- 
ing toward St. Omen. In the first 24 
hours, despite the long strain of fight- 
ing in Picardy, they covered 125 kilo- 
metres without losing a man or a horsa 
on the way. In 
66 hours they had . 


transferred their whole corps over 200 
kilometres and arrived east of- Mont 
Cassel. 
"It was a wonderful sight," writes 


the chief of staff of a division. "The 
horses were in fine condition; the men 
were cheerful -and went singing, in 
spite of the sufferings and privations 
they had to endure. 


The cavalry corps sttod in support 


of the British for 10 days in April aft- 
er the enemy had forced the line held 
by the Portuguese division. , 
Later, at the battle of Locre, tha 
cavalry also shared fully with the in- 
fantry. 
. . ' 
In 
view of this record for swift 


movement and dashing attack afoot, 
the cavalry appears to have establish- 
ed a new place for itself in modern 
warfare. General.Foch is making use 
of them in a way that insures them a 
glorious chance when the day cornea 
for the Allies to drive back the Ger- 
mans all along the line.

Lazarus, a member of a sub-commit- 
tee of the Council of National De- 
fense, supervising raincoat production 
for 
soldiers, 
was 
arrested 
today 


charged with attempting to bribe a 
government inspector. 


Department of justice agents also 


took into custody Charles L. Fuller, 
chief government inspector 
for " the 


New York -manufacturing district, and 
H was announced he had confessed 
full details of the workings of an ex- 
tensive - bribery system in connection 
with manufacture . of raincoats and 
other soldiers'" clothing. 


Other arrests are expected as a re- 


sult of Fuller's disclosures. 


These were the first of a series of 


sensational developments promised as 
: a sequel te tne arrest last night of 


17 raincoat 
manufacturers in 
New 


York on bribery, frautl^ or conspiracy 
charges and the confessions of- a 
number of contractors and quarter- 
masters' department Inspectors. 


Lazarus, a prominent and wealthy 


clothing manufacturer, was a member 
of the defense 
council's 
committee 


•which advised the war department 
which 
manufacturing 
plants 
were 


equipped tc make raincoats for sol- 
diers in France and aided in the 
placing- of these contracts. 
'After he 


obtained contracts for his own plant, 
it is charged, he sought to give 
money to a government inspector, who 
was expected in return 
to approve 


materials and workmanship not up to 
the proper standards. 
Forced to U*e Rotten Cement 


Rosenthal also explained, it was an- 


nounced, that when the army officers' 
attitude changed toward him, he could 
not understand why he, a "small manT 
ufacturer." was given contracts, while 
other producers of "high standing'' 
were refused orders. He declared fur- 
ther that after receiving contracts, he 
was compelled by government inspec- 
tors to use a certain kind of rubber 
cement which he described 'as "rot- 
ten," 


In this connection it was recalled 


that many raincoats sent to soldiers 
fell apart after brief use. One manu- 
facturer of rubber cement was among 
the 17 arrested last night.

Put one teaspoonful nf 
salt over top of each quart can and 
sterilize partly sealed cans in boiling 
water 25 minutes. Complete seal, in- 
vert cans to test for 
leakage, cool 


quickly, and store. If canned in glass, 
tomatoes should be wrapped in brown 
paper before storing to prevent fading.

of the Associated Press)—"An auto- 
matic soldier" is one of the latest de- 
velopments in weapons of war. 


A Danish engineer has recently tak- 


en out a patent for an apparatus to 
which, he has given this name. It con- 
sists of' a steel 
cylinder normally 


within a large cylinder, the whole be- 
ing sunk into the ground vertically. 
By means of a mechanism operated 
by wireless, the inner cylinder rises to 
a height of 18 inches from the ground 
and simultaneously an automatic rifle 
mounted on the inner cylinder fires 400 
shots in any given direction. 


These "automatic soldiers" 
can be 


controlled from a central position some 
four or five miles behind the line of 
defence, according to 
the 
inventor. 


They may be seen by the enemy only 
when they rise from the ground. From 
trials already made it has been shown, 
so, it is reported, that a few hundred 
of these steel soldiers can easily de- 
fend a position against infantry at- 
tacks, however numerous the oppos- 
ing force may be. They blaze away 
their 400 shots without flinching and 
never retreat. In order to overcome 
the "automatics" they must be destroy- 
ed one by one.

Hundreds of thousands of dollars of 


raincoat contracts are 
tainted

fraud already uncovered by department 
of Justice agents and other disclosures 
affecting army orders for clothing, sol- 
diers' equipment, machinery and sup- 
piles and involving arrests on criminal 
charges may be made soon, it was 
learned. 
Most army officers at whom the fin- 


ger of suspicion points are of the lower 
ranks, but a few of the ranks of major 
and colonel are said to be under inves- 
tigation. Department of justice officials 
last night declined to Indicate whether 
they believed any great proportion of 
army contracts were obtained by brib- 
ery or other fraud, but they declared 
many millions of dollars' worth of goods

Charge Bribery of Army Ofllctr* 


Direct bribery of unnamed army offl 
cers who had charge of--letting con.

It wan announced that In 
some cases manufacturers intimidated 
military or civilian Inspectors of rain- 
coats by threatening to use influence in 
Washington to obtain their dismissal 
if they did not approve the coats man- 
ufactured.. Others practiced fraud by 
secretly shifting rejected goods to oth- 
er plants-to which Inexperienced in- 
spectors or inspectors who would "play 
the game" were assigned by the war 
department.

American soldiers who are pushing the 
Crown Prince and who have him en.

Jubilant, to feel that the tide has 
'turned, that the hour of destiny is 
drawing near, the hour when German 
power will be trampled in the dust, 
When world freedom will be asserted 
for all the victims of Teutonic rule, and 
•when peace and good will shall again 
descend upon the earth, never again to 
be banished by such a reign of dia- 
bolical frightfulness as that under 
which humanity has shuddered for the 
past four years. Tes! there is good 
cause for cheering and again we say 
"Cheer! cheer, boys cheer." 


THE ALLIED VICTORIES 


Once again the Germans are stopped 


at the Marne under circumstances quite 
similar to those of the defeat there 
sustained by the Central Powers in 
1914 hut with the consequences far 
more crushing to the enemy now trying 
to crawl out of the jaws of General 
Foch's iron trap. 


The 1914 reverse did not foreshadow 


the end of the war or the final defeat 
of German power, which the present 
allied victory certainly does. The Ger- 
man drive of 1914 was not met with 


. such stubborn resistance as was the 


recent drive which started on Monday, 
July 16th, on a sixty-five mile front. 
Unlike the other drives conducted since 
March 21st, this was halted practically 
at the outstart by tlje brilliant tactics 
of General Gouraud and the fierce 
fighting of the American forces. After 
hard fighting on a portion of the front 
east of Jaulgonne the Germans suc- 
ceeded in establishing themselves on a 
twelve-mile front south of the Marne. 
With the exception of placing the cj*v 
of Rheims in Jeopardy the drive prove* 
a complete failure, having been effec- 
tually held by the forces arrayed to 
meet it, without the aid of reserves. 


The Germans south of the Marne 


•were then in jeopardy and could only 
have held their positions through the 
Bid of reserves. 


At this critical juncture, 
Genera! 


Foch launched his counter-offensive on 
the German flank, which made it nec- 
essary for the Teutons to look to their 
line of '".ommunicatlon. 


The Franco-American army which 


carried out this offensive on a front of 
28 miles, made rapid progress east- 
ward, driving the Germans before them 
to a distance of twelve to sixteen miles 
or upwards and capturing many pris- 
jDnera and much booty. From the six- 
ty-five mile front of the sulient within 
the angle marked by Soissons, Cha- 
teau-Thierry and Rheims, the Germans 
pre In complete and demoralized rout 


This splendid victory has completely 


reversed the situation that existed a 
week ago. 
The German reserves in- 


stead of pushing southward to encircle 
Rheims and resume the drive on Paris, 
were ordered north to resist the nttack 
by General Mtuigin but they have been 
unablo to stop tho onward sweep ot 
the allied armies. The Germans who 
had crossed the Marne and were push- 
Ing south havo been driven back in 
cno of tho most disastrous reverses of 
the wnr.

There 
was some hard work connected with it, 
for the haymakers were obliged to get 
out at 4 o'clock in the morning with 
their hand scythes and lay down an 
acre of ground before 7. Spreading, 
raking and bunching occupied the rest 
of the forenoon and then camo getting 
it in. If any time remained before 9 
o'clock at night the hand scythes were 
brought out and another piece mowed 
down so as to give a good start for the 
next morning'. 
The remainder of the 


day the haymakers had to themselves. 
The inspiration for 
this somewhat 


protracted day's labor, as it would be 
considered nowaday, was a jug of hard 
elder, which was kept near the spring 
In the field. Sometimes for hard cider 
rum and molasses were substituted, 
but in later years the use of rum was 
discouraged, especially In Maine, as It 
was found that If used too liberally 
the hired men were apt to loose some 
it their ."pep" as the day began to 
wane. In some places an attempt was 
made to, use ginger and molasses and 
water instead of the more potent bev- 
erages, but It never proved popular. 
Haying- under these conditions 
was 


..productive of i^jch joy and also of 
"much hay, and it would probably have 
been continued to this day had It not 
been for two things. The first body 
blow it got was the Introduction of 
haymaking machinery, which obviated 
the necessity of getting up at 4 o'clock 
In the morning and working until 9 at 
night. 
Then camo prohibition, which 


caused the rum and molasses to dis- 
appear from the hay field. With no 
need of working 17 hours a day and 
no Incentive for the same, haying has 
now become a strictly business propo- 
sition, and the average farmer goa> 


to work at it with about the sam» 
spirit and the same disposition that 
he sets about to eaw a cord of wood.— 
Portland Press.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, July 23.— 


"The epidemic of strikes in Massachu- 
setts must cease at once." This em- 
phatic 
statement, 
made 
today 
by 


Charles G. Wood for the state board 
of conciliation and arbitration, is be- 
lieved to foretell a new policy in deal- 
ing with strikers, especially those en- 
gaged in producing war materials. 


"This board has a vast power under 


the statutes of the commonwealth," Mr. 
Wood said, "but it has now been cloth- 
ed with all the powers of the national 
war labor board, and we shall exercise 
those powers to the limit. The pro- 
duction of war materials, so far as this 
state is concerned, must go on unham- 
pered by industrial disputes." 


Mr. Wood also made it clear that he. 


at least, is still much grieved because 
Henry B. Endicott has been able to ad- 
just many disputes during the past 
few weeks. In a formal typewritten 
statement concerning the new policy, 
he says:— 


"The spread of labor troubles is said 


to have been caused by too many agen- 
cies attempting to deal with them. 
Up to a year ago the state board han- 
dled all labor disputes and strikes were 
resorted to Very rarely. Authorities 
at Washington are now anxious to cen- 
tralize the method of dealing with dis- 
putes so that industrial peace may be 
restored. 
The treatment of strikes by 


persons temporarily authorized to ad- 
just them has really encouraged em- 
ployers and employes to disregard the 
president's proclamation of April 
8 


and further upset the procedure of the 
state board as provided by statute. 
"Unless the employers and employes 


in labor disputes in Lynn, 
Brockton, 


Haverhill, Attleboro, Basthampton and 
other places reach agreements within 
twenty-four hours, the state board of 
conciliation and arbitration will order 
public investigation to ascertain 
the 


causes of the strikes and the parties 
responsible for their existence and con- 
tinuance. 
"Acting upon a. request of President 


Wilson and by virtue o£ authority con- 
ferred by the national war labor board, 
the war department and the depart- 
ment of labor, the state board will pro- 
ceed at once to take such action as will 
stop the epidemic of strikes in Massa- 
chusetts. 


'Commissioners Charles G. Wood and 


J. Walter Mellen, members of the state 
board, returned from Washington to- 
day, where they have been for a week 
in an effort to co-ordinate the various 
branches of the federal government in 
dealing with disputes in this, state."

The fiercest fighting continued through- 
out the day on both wings nf 
the 


German salient, between the Aisne and 
the Marne. The efforts of the enemy 
were concentrated on an attempt to 
prevent the allied troops from cutting 
, through on either side and thus im- 
perilling the great masses of German 
troops still within the semi-circle. 


Despite 'the German determination, 


French. American and British troops 
all made progress. 


Hand-to-Hand Conflict 


Probably the heaviest fighting oc- 


curred qn the eastern wing - of 
the 


salient, where British troops took part. 
The Britishers, who had arrived on the 
sce'ne only recently, engaged the en- 
emy in a hand-to-hand conflict in the 
extremely wooded region southwest of 
Rheims. 


Four fresh divisions faced them. 


One German division which had held 
the line against the Italians had been 
almost annihilated, only a, few hun- 
dred remaining. The Germans had a 
large number of machine guns in this 
vicinity, but the British captured 40 
of them and 200 prisoners. 


Altogether the day was very satis- 


factory for the allies, who are threat- 
ening the German communications ev- 
erywhere.

through the owners, managers, boards 
of directors or receivers. It provides

directs otherwise, the

managements shall continue. 
Regular dividends previously declar-

tions shair continue to be paid until 
the postmaster general directs other- 
wise; and subject to his approval the .

obligations. 


The postmaster general in his dis- 
cretion 
may hereafter relinquish in 


whole or in part to the owners any 
telegraph or telephone system over 
which he has assumed control. 
Post. Gen. Burleson in a statement 


explaining the plans in operating the 
wire systems, said there would be ho 
change affecting the press wire ser-; 
vice, except to improve it wherever 
possible.

matic soldier" is one of the latest de- 
velopments in weapons of war. 


A .Danish engineer has recently tak- 


en out a patent for an apparatus to 
vhich he has given this name. It con- 
sists of a steel 
cylinder normally 


within a large cylinder, the whole be- 
ing sunk into the ground 
vertically. 


By means of a mechanism operated 
by wireless, the inner cylinder rises to 
a height of IS inches from the ground 
and simultaneously an automatic rifle 
mounted on the inner cylinder fires 400 
shots in any given direction. 


These "automatic soldiers" can be 


controlled from a. central position some 
four or five miles behind the line of 
defence, according to 
the 
inventor!' 


They may be seen by the enemy only 
when they rise from the ground. From 
trials already made it has been shown, 
so, it is reported, that a few hundred 
of these steel soldiers can easily de- 
fend a position against infantry at- 
tacks, however numerous the oppos- 
ing force may be. They blaze 
away 


their 400 shots without flinching and 
never retreat. In order to overcome 
the "automatics" they must be destroy- 
ed one by one.

New York Firms Accused of

Leads to Boston 


NEW YORK, July 23.—Extensive 


conspiracies 
involving bribery and 


graft in connection with army contracts 
for rubber raincoats sent to soldiers 
in France were disclosed last night 
by department ot justice officials, sim- 
ultaneously with the arrest of 17 offi- 
cers and employes of 15 manufacturing 
companies in New York and Brooklyn 
on charges of bribery, fraud or con- 
spiracy. 


Army officers of the Quartermasters' 


corps involved in the graft now are 
under surveillance and probably will 
be arrested soon In Washington or oth- 
er cities where their duties as pur- 
chasing agents or inspectors take them. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars of 


raincoat contracts are 
tainted with 


fraud already uncovered by department 
of Justice agents and other disclosures 
affecting army orders for clothing, sol- 
diers' equipment, machinery and sup- 
plies and involving arrests on criminal 
charges may be made soon, it was 
learned. 
Most army officers at whom the nn- 


ger of suspicion points are of the lower 
ranks, but a few of the ranks of major 
and colonel are said to be under inves- 
tigation. Department of justice officials 
last night declined to indicate whether 
they believed any great proportion of 
army contracts were obtained by brib- 
ery or other fraud, but they declared 
many millions of dollars' worth ot goods 


have been delivered on •usplciotu con- 
tracts. 
Charg* Bribery of Army Officers / 


Direct bribery of unnamed army offi- 
cers who had charge of letting con- 
tracts or inspecting goods la charged 
against a number of those arrested 
last night. It was announced that in 
some cases manufacturers intimidated 
military or civilian inspectors of rain- 
coats by threatening to use Influence In 
Washington to obtain their dismissal 
if they did not approve the coats man- 
ufactured. 
Others practiced fraud by 
secretly shifting rejected goods to oth- 
er plants to which inexperienced in- 
spectors or inspectors who would "play 
the game" were assigned by the war 
department.

tor she was assigned to carry to the 
plant. 
The arrests are an outgrowth of the 


government's campaign against the il- 
legal system by which scores of agents 
have obtained army contracts on a 
contingent fee basis. 
Significance is attached to the simi- 


larity of itorlei told contractor! by 
never*! contingent, fee ag«nt» operat- 
ing Independently, Inasmuch an each 
named the flam* army officer or officers 
In Washington as being susceptible to 
money gifts. Quite uniformly, it was 
the experience of a group of contrac. 
tors acting In good faith to fail to ob- 
tain raincoat contracts, which went to 
higher bidders, and later to receive tel- 
ephone calls from men who guaranteed 
to obtain contracts on payment of re- 
tainer fees. 
The arrest of Felix Gouled developed 


out of such a telephone solicitation, it 
was announced. He insisted, ottlcials 
explained, that the commission pay- 
ment transaction should be under cover 
of a new corporation organized, with 
himself as a silent partner. This sys- 
tem was planned to avoid his sub- 
letting a contract, which is illegal. 
Found Trail Led to Boston 


In running down evidence the gov- 


ernment agents found the trail led to 
Boston and Philadelphia, where con- 
tingent fee agents operated extensively 
by the telephone conversation method, 
abandoning at once attempts to deal 
with concerns which did not look with 
favor on the scheme. It is understood 
a number of persons in these cities 
now are under surveillance and may be 
called on to explain their actions in 
connection with contracts for clothing, 
machinery and other supplies. 
Department of justice officials last 


night declared that many of the rubber 
coats furnished by contractors charged 
with fraud were reported unsatisfac- 
tory by General Pershing. Investiga- 
tion developed, 
it 
was 
said, that 


through bribery of inspectors, rotten 
cloth and rubber was used for the 
coats, dimensions were scantier than 
specifications and seams were not 
cemented properly. A few rain storms 
were sufficient, it was 
reported, to 


make these coats fall to pieces.

THE ALLIED VICTORIES 


Once again the Germans are stopped 


at the Marne under circumstances quite 
similar to those of the defeat there 
sustained by the Central Powers in 
1914 but with the 
consequences 
far 


more crushing to the enemy now trying 
to crawl out of the jawa of 
General 


loch's iron trap. 


The 1914 reverse did not foreshadow 


the end of the war or the final defeat 
ot German power, which the present 
allied victory certainly does. The Ger- 
man drive of 1914 was not met with 
auch stubborn resistance as was the 
recent drive which started on Monday, 
July 15th, on a sixty-five mile front. 
Unlike the other drives conducted since 
March 21pt, this was halted practically 
at the outstart by the brilliant tactics 
of General Gouraud and the fierce 
righting of the American forces. After 
hard fighting on a portion of the front 
east of Jaulgonne the Germans suc- 
ceeded in establishing themselves on a 
twelve-mile front south of the Marne. 
With the exception of placing the ctv,- 
of PJieims in jeopardy the drive provM 
a complete failure, having been effec- 
tually held by the forces arrayed to 
meet it, without the aid of reserves. 


The Germans south of the 
Marne 


were then in jeopardy and could only 
have held their positions through the 
aid of reserves. 


At this critical 
juncture, 
General 


Foch launched his counter-offensive on 
the German flank, which made it nec- 
essary (or the Teutons to look to their 
line of communication. 


The Franco-American army which 


carried out this offensive on a front of 
£8 miles, made rapid progress east- 
ward, driving the Germans before them 
to a distance of twelve to sixteen miles 
or upwards and capturing many pris- 
oners and much booty. From the six- 
ty-five mile front of tha salient wltnin 
the angle marked by Solssons, Cha- 
teau-Thierry and Rheims, the Germans 
are In complete and demoralized rout 


This splendid victory has completely 


reversed the situation that existed a 
,week ago. Tho German reserves in- 
Bttad of pushing southward to encircle 
Hhelms and resume the drive on Paris, 
wore ordered north to resist tho attack 
by Ganoral Mangin but they have been 
u nub Jo to stop the onward swuuji of 
tho allied armies.

was the great social occasion on the 
farm, leading pig-killing 
time, 
the 


fail husking and brush burning. There 
was some hard work connected with it 
for tho haymakers wero obliged to get 
out at 4 o'clock in the morning- with 
their hand scythes and lay down an 
acre of ground before 7. Spreading, 
raking and bunching occupied the rest 
of the forenoon and then came getting 
It in. If any time remained before 9 
o'clock at night the hand scythes were 
brought out and another piece mowed 
down so as to give a good start for the 
next morning. 
The remainder of the 


day the haymakers had to themselves. 
The inspiration for 
this 
somewhat 


protracted day's labor, as it would be 
considered nowaday, was a jug of hard 
cider, which was kept near the spring 
in the fleld. Sometimes for hard cider 
rum and molasses were substituted, 
but in later years the use of rum was 
discouraged, especially in Maine, as It 
was found that if used too liberally 
the hired men were apt to loose some 
of their "pep" as the day began to 
wane. In some places an attempt was 
made to uso ginger and molasses and 
water instead of the more potent bev- 
erages, but it never proved popular. 
Haying under these conditions 
was 


productive of ^ych joy and also of 
much hay,1 and It would probably have 
been continued to this day had it not 
been for two things. 
The first body 


blow it got was the introduction of 
haymaking machinery, which obviated 
the necessity of getting- up at 4 o'clock 


I in the morning and working until 3 at 
! night. Then came prohibition, which 
caused the rum and molasses to dis- 
appear from the hay .field. 
With no 


need of working 17 hours a day and 
no Incentive for tho same, haying has 
now become a strictly business propo- 
sition, and the average farmer goes

Is be- 
lieved to foretell a new policy in deal- 
ing with strikers, especially those en- 
gaged in producing war materials. 


"This board has a vast power under 


the statutes o£ the commonwealth," Mr. 
Wood said, "but it has now been cloth- 
ed with all the powers of the national 
war labor board, and we shall exercise 
those powers to the limit. The pro- 
duction of war materials, so far as this 
state is concerned, must go on unham- 
pered by industrial disputes." 


Mr. Wood also made it clear that he. 


at least, is still much grieved because 
Henry B. Endicott has been able to ad- 
just many disputes during the past 
few weeks. In a formal typewritten 
statement concerning the new policy, 
he says:— 


"The spread of labor troubles is said, 


to have been caused by too many agen- 
cies attempting to 
deal 
with 
them. 


Up to a year ago the state board han- 
dled all labor disputes and strikes were 
resorted to very rarely. 
Authorities 


at Washington are now anxious to cen- 
tralize the method of dealing with dis- 
putes so that industrial peace may be 
restored. 
The treatment of strikes by 


persons temporarily authorized to ad- 
just them has really encouraged em- 
ployers and employes to disregard the 
president's proclamation of 
April 
8 


and further upset the procedure ol the 
state board as provided by statute. 


"Unless the employers and employes 


in labor disputes in Lynn, 
Brockton. 


Haverhill, Attleboro, Easthampton and 
other places reach agreements within 
twenty-four hours, the state board of 
conciliation and arbitration will order 
public investigation to ascertain 
the 


causes of the strikes and the parties 
responsible for their existence and con- 
tinuance. 


"Acting upon a request of President 


Wilson and by virtue of authority con- 
ferred by the national war labor board, 
the war department and the depart- 
ment of labor, the state board will pro- 
ceed at once to take such action as will 
stop the epidemic of strikes in Massa- 
chusetts. . 


"Commissioners Charles G. Wood and 


J. Walter j\Iellen, members of the state 
board, returned from Washington to- 
day, 
where they have been for a week 


in an effort to co-ordinate the various 
branches of the federal government in 
dealing with disputes in this state."

street litghts shall not be lighted be- 
fore sunset or after sunrise but it is

regulation 
provides. 


The substance of the federal order 


as given out by the fuel committee 
this afternoon follows: 


1. The electric street lights 
shall 


not be lighted before sunset and shall 
be turned out not later than sunrise. 


2. Gas or oil street lights shall be 


lighted and turned out as nearly in 
conformity to the requirements of the 
electric lights as possible. 


3. Only such street lights shall he 


lighted as may be necessary for safety 
and the "use of lights commonly known 
as cluster lights for purposes of dis- 
play or decoration shall be reduced to 
such portion only of the cluster as is 
necessary for safety." 


4. The use of lights (electric 
or 


otherwise) for illuminating or display- 
ing advertisements or signs or for the 
external ornamentation of any build- 
ing shall be entirely .discontinued on

Thursday of each week. 


5. "Window lights used for illumin- 


ating or displaying any shop .windows, 
store windows or signs in store win- 
dows, shall 
be entirely discontinued 


on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of each week, and shalJ. in 
no event be lighted during the day 
from sunrise to sunset.
